ARCATA — As war rages elsewhere in a world gone 
somewhat mad, and with significant strife and dysfunc- 
tion currently gripping Arcata’s political leadership, the 
city is nonetheless proceeding with nuts-and-bolts proj- 
ects aimed at improving the quality of residents’ lives.

U.S. HIGHWAY 101 — A pedestrian died early Sunday 
morning, June 5 after being struck by a vehicle on north- 
bound U.S. Highway 101 just north of the Bayside cutoff. 
The name of the deceased is being withheld pending no- 
tification of next of kin. 

The collision occurred at about 3:05 a.m. when a 2003 
Mercury Mariner, driven by 32-year-old Kayla Guest of 
McKinleyville, struck the pedestrian. “Emergency med- 
ical personnel arrived on scene and rendered aid to the 
involved parties,” states a press release from the Califor- 
nia Highway Patrol. “Due to the severity, the involved 
pedestrian succumbed to their injuries and was pro- 
nounced deceased.” 

According to the CHP, impairment is not considered 
to be a factor with regard to the driver. The CHP is await- 
ing toxicology results regarding impairment of the pe- 
destrian. 

“The California Highway Patrol extends its condolenc- 
es to the family of the deceased and would like to thank 
the following agencies for their response and assistance 
with the investigation: Arcata Police Department, Hum- 
boldt County Sheriffs Department, Arcata Mad River 
Ambulance, Cal Poly Humboldt Police Department, Cali- 
fornia Department of Transportation and J&M Towing,” 
states the press release.

Wildberries makes $10K donation 
helping Powers Creek restoration 


WILDBERRIES MARKETPLACE 

BLUE LAKE - Arcata-based Wildber- 
ries Marketplace has contributed $10,000 
to Mad River Alliance to support the local 
environmental nonprofit’s Powers Creek 
Restoration Project. 

Powers Creek, a 3.2 mile long tributary 
of the Mad River, flows through Blue Lake, 
California. It provides spawning and rear- 
ing habitat. It offers a unique opportunity 
for local community members to observe 
and learn about the annual spawning run 
of steelhead and salmon. 

The restoration project, overseen by 
Mad River Alliance and the City of Blue 
Lake and undertaken in coordination 
with community and tribal partners, will 
restore fish habitat in the tributary over 
the next two years. 

Mad River Alliance’s portion of the 
project will specifically focus on the lower 
3,000 feet of Powers Creek, which will be 
cleared of excess sediment and reshaped 
to improve fish habitat. Invasive plants 
will be removed and replaced with native 
riparian plants. 

Wildberries, a full service market in Ar- 
cata, has demonstrated its commitment 
to supporting local environmental causes 
such as the renovation of the Friends of 
the Dunes Nature Center and contributing 


to the Humboldt Bay Trail Fund. 

“We are partnering with some awesome 
agencies to make a difference,” said Phil 
Record, Wildberries owner and founder. 

“Giving to Mad River Alliance is anoth- 
er way we can demonstrate our commit- 
ment to building a healthier community 
for current and future generations,” Re- 
cord said. 

Mad River Alliance was awarded a 
$639,000 grant from the California De- 
partment of Water Resources for admin- 
istering the design, permitting and con- 
tracted services for the project. 

The contribution from Wildberries 
helps the nonprofit with the estimated 
$80,000 needed for project related edu- 
cation, ourtreach, staffing and operational 
costs not covered by the State grant. 

“This important contribution from 
Wildberries gives us the ability to move this 
river restoration effort forward, and allows 
us to include public outreach, education 
and staff support identified as important 
for completion and success of this project,” 
said Board President Tim Broadman.

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Monkeypox infections 
headed in our direction 


HEALTH & HuMAN SERVICES 

HUMBOLDT -— The Humboldt County Department of 
Health & Human Services Public Health Branch last Fri- 
day issued a health alert to local providers after cases of 
monkeypox were recently confirmed in the U.S. and Cal- 
ifornia, including three confirmed cases in Sacramento. 

Public Health’s alert follows similar health alerts from 
the California Department of Public Health and the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC). 

Monkeypox is a rare zoonotic infection caused by the 
monkeypox virus, which is in the same family as small- 
pox, but less severe than smallpox. Monkeypox is endem- 
ic to many Central and West African countries, however, 
there have been recent cases of monkeypox reported in 
non-endemic countries including the U.S., Canada and 
the U.K., as well as other parts of Europe and Australia. 

Historically, monkeypox cases in the U.S. have oc- 
curred due to international travel and importation of an- 
imals. In 2021, the U.S., had two travel-related cases and 
18 years prior, in 2003, there was an outbreak of cases 
associated with imported small mammals.

Safe Parking program stable, slowly growing

ARCATA - Arcata’s new Safe Park- 
ing program is up and running at the 
hangar-sized former waste transfer 
station on Samoa Boulevard. There, 
vehicle campers can sleep on a safe 
and sheltered environment, making 
nightly survival a little less frighten- 
ing for the unhoused. 

Managed by Arcata House Part- 
nership AHP), the facility now hosts 
about 20 vehicles, and can grow to 
as many as 30. The unheated facility 
is intended as a basic and temporary 
refuge. Staffed 24/7, it offers portable 
toilets and handwash stations for hy- 
giene. There are device charging sta- 
tions for guests a new security system 
protecting the grounds. 

Occupants’ vehicles must be op- 
erable, self-propelled and_ legally 
owned. Uniquely for this type of pro- 
gram, guests are allowed to stay at the 
facility during the day, though some 
guests leave the grounds and go to 


work during the day. 

It being AHP, guests are expected 
to work to stabilize their situation, 
and bootstrap themselves into some- 
thing more sustainable. 

“Everyone has expressed so much 
gratitude for just having a place to be 
and not be ‘moved along’ during the 
day and feeling safe, and that there’s 
a path forward out of their vehicles,” 
said Anjali Browning, manager of cli- 
ent services. “There are families, and 
many elderly individuals with signif- 
icant health issues and barriers to 
housing.” 

City Manager Karen Diemer said 
three individuals using two vehi- 
cles have been placed in transitional 
housing and other shelters. 

“This program really fills an im- 
portant gap in homeless services,” 
Browning said. “It gets them out 
if neighborhoods and lets us assist 
them much more quickly, and not in 
piecemeal fashion on the street, with 
establishing a path to housing.” 


Clearing the entrance 

A vehicle village which sprang up 
outside its gates even before the fa- 
cility had been repurposed has been 
a major problem for those trying to 
make the program work. Never in- 
tended as a “staging area,” aS some 
called it, the motley collection of cars, 
trucks and RVs has been not just an 
eyesore, but a public safety issue. 

Police have taken calls for petty 
crime and drug dealing at the site. In 
April, a person who ingested fentanyl 
there later died in the hospital. 

But last week, the City Manager’s 
Office, Arcata Police and Environ- 
mental Services completed their ef- 
fort to clear the area. Diemer said 
abandoned vehicles, trailers and gar- 
bage were removed. 

Several residents “just moved on,” 
while others were assisted with doing 
so. Some were also offered gas cards 
and other services to ease the transi- 
tion. Several individuals were placed 
with help from AHP.

Storage Tank 1-C 

A pre-bid meeting was 
held last week for the glam- 
orous-sounding Arcata 
Storage Tank 1-C Improve- 
ment Project. With an en- 
gineer’s estimate of $2.2 
to $2.7 million, contractor 
bids are due June 23. The 
job involves installation of 
a one-million-gallon steel 
water tank and new water 
main off of West End Road 
near the area known as 
Happy Valley. 

City officials have ex- 
pressed concern at times 
that a major fire could dan- 
gerously deplete the city’s 
water supply. Environmen- 
tal Services Director Emily 
Sinkhorn said the new tank 
will add needed capacity 
and water resilience to the 
core area of Arcata. 

Shay Park 

With an engineer’s es- 
timate of $80,000 to 
$90,000, the Shay Park 
Improvement Project is 
seeking bids. A_ pre-bid 
meeting is set for Thurs- 
day, with the City Council 
to consider them as early as 
July 6. 

The project will expand 
the play area and install 
concrete curb and drain- 
age improvements at Shay 


Park. A concrete ping pong 
table and new tennis court 
will invite users to “stop off 
the trail and participate in 
fitness equipment that’s 
fun for all ages,” Sinkhorn 
said. 
Arcata Ridge Trail 

The City Council last 
week gave the go-ahead to 
complete a portion of new 
trail segment and road 
crossing on Fickle Hill 
Road. The project extends 
the Arcata Ridge Trail about 
200 feet to create the new 
crossing, which will link the 
Sunny Brae Tract with the 
greater Arcata Community 
Forest to the north. 

An $88,026.00 _ con- 
struction contract will be 
issued to GR Sundberg, 
Inc. for tree removal, trail 
and roadway — shoulder 
work, drainage improve- 
ments pavement markings, 
striping and signage. The 
city engineer could also in- 
crease the contract amount 
by up to $17,605.20 (20 
percent, for a total of 
$105,631.20) to allow for 
unforeseen contingencies 
and extra work if necessary. 

The project is the subject 
of a lawsuit by political gad- 
fly Uri Driscoll, who lives 
nearby outside Arcata city 
limits. He contends that it 


could disrupt well water 
supplies to area residents. 

Driscoll has previously 
opposed removal of inva- 
sive non-native vegetation 
on the Samoa Dunes, a tax 
measure to help fund the 
Arcata Fire District (which 
passed), the Old Arcata 
Road Improvement Project 
and a creation of a bicy- 
cle trail in the Sunny Brae 
Tract. 

As is his frequent prac- 
tice, Driscoll alleged neg- 
ligence by the city attor- 
ney and city staff and said 
he would file an amended 
complaint and seek a tem- 
porary restraining order 
halting work on the proj- 
ect. “You're probably going 
to go ahead and approve 
this tonight,” he said, “But 
it will be at your peril.” 

City Attorney Nancy 
Diamond said the city al- 
ready has a county-issued 
encroachment permit, 
and shrugged off Driscoll’s 
threat of litigation. “I my- 
self don’t think you should 
delay this project,” she 
said. “We can move for- 
ward.” 

With that, the 
three-woman council (with 
Councilmember Brett Wat- 
son absent) unanimously 
approved the contract. 


Arcata Wastewater 

The city is soliciting 
bids for the Arcata Waste- 
water Treatment Facilities 
(AWTF) Improvements 
Phase 1 Project, estimated 
to cost $30 to $35 million. 
Pre-bid conferences are 
taking place this week and 
next, with all bids due by 
Aug. 4. 

Work on the AWTF will 
proceed in three phases. 
Phases 1 and 2 will mod- 
ernize the aging plant to 
be compliant with current 
standards, and _ include 
modest but not growth-in- 
ducing capacity improve- 
ments. The plant will be 
converted from chlorine 
treatment to a safer meth- 
od using ultraviolet light. 

Meanwhile, the city is 
working with the state Wa- 
ter Board on a feasibility 
study for expansion of the 
facility to meet expected 
population of growth of up 
to 7,000 new Arcatans over 
the next 20 years. 

The pending EIR for the 
Gateway Area Plan will also 
lay out a program of ca- 
pacity expansions, which 
will be keyed to population 
growth threshholds. These 
may also be added to the 
Phase 3. wastewater treat- 
ment plant improvements. 
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County jail overdoses spurs probe, inmate charged 


Humso pt County SHERIFF’S OFFICE 

EUREKA — Humboldt County Cor- 
rectional Deputies and medical staff 
at the Humboldt County Correctional 
Facility used medication to save two 
individuals suspected of 
opioid overdose. 

Monday night, May 23 
at around 5:40 p.m., correc- 
tional deputies were alerted 
to two medical emergen- 
cies occurring inside the 
same housing unit. Depu- 
ties located the two female 
inmates unresponsive and 
exhibiting signs of opioid 
overdose. 

Each incident required multiple 
administrations of Naloxone. Also 
known as Narcan, Naloxone is a nasal 
spray commonly used to counter de- 
creased breathing caused by an opi-

oid overdose. 

By quickly responding and admin- 
istering the life-saving medication, 
correctional deputies effectively saved 
both inmates’ lives. The inmates were 
transported to a local hos- 
pital for treatment follow- 
ing the incidents and are 
expected to recover. 

Correctional deputies 
conducted a search of the 
unit and located approxi- 
mately .6 grams of suspect- 
ed fentanyl on Monday. 
Since then, through multi- 
ple searches, correctional 
deputies have now located 
approximately 19.8 grams of suspect- 
ed heroin. 

An investigation into how the sub- 
stances entered the facility is being 
conducted. 


Inmate Angela Dawnstar Lock- 
wood, age 32, was found to be in pos- 
session of 19.8 grams of heroin. Fresh 
charges of possession of a controlled 
substance in a correctional facility 
have been added to her booking. 

Fentanyl is a synthetic opioid and 
a Schedule II narcotic that is approx- 
imately 100 times more potent than 
morphine and 50 times more potent 
than heroin. Humboldt County has 
seen a substantial increase in illicit 
fentanyl distribution, possession and 
overdose cases, including an alarm- 
ing number of overdose deaths. 

According to the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration, a lethal dose of 
fentanyl consists of two milligrams, 
equal in size to a few grains of salt. As 
of July 1, 2021, the Humboldt County 
Coroner’s Office has responded to 15 
fentanyl overdose deaths.

Guire said that “as the 
North Coast was celebrat- 
ing, big coal’s attorneys 
were plotting and working 
furiously to sidestep the 
rules and resurrect their 
dangerous proposal” and 
“like a zombie rising from 
the dead, the toxic coal 
train is back.” 

He vowed, “We will stop 
this toxic train dead in its 
tracks once and for all.” 

A “shadowy” corpora- 
tion seeking to use the rail 
line for coal transport — 
the North Coast Railroad 
Company LLC — would run 
16 train trips a day from a 
Utah coal source to Hum- 
boldt County, with each 
train being 100 cars long, 
McGuire said during the 
town hall. 

The entire region has 
“erupted in protest,” Mc- 
Guire continued, with an 
anti-coal petition gaining 
thousands of signatures. 
McGuire is sponsoring a 
bill that will prohibit using 
state funding to assist coal 
transport. 

North Coast Congress- 
man Jared Huffman is 
working on legislation to do 
the same thing on a federal 
level and “nearly every city 
and county on the North 
Coast has formally opposed 
this dangerous proposal,” 
McGuire continued. 

The coal hauler isn’t the 
only entity seeking use of 
the rail line. There are two 
tourist- and recreation-ori- 
ented proposals for the 
Humboldt Bay area. Anoth- 
er is from the rail company 
that runs the Fort Bragg- 


excursion. 

That company, Men- 
docino Railway, is request- 
ing federal approval to use 
a 13-mile section of the rail 
line in the Willits area to 
haul gravel. 

Caryl Hart, who chairs 
the Great Redwood Trail 
Agency, said the proposal 
faces some challenges. She 
said the Mendocino Rail- 
way operates a tourist ex- 
cursion train and doesn’t 
have access to Willits from 
Fort Bragg. 

A tunnel that would need 
to be used is “caved in” due 
to a landslide, Hart contin- 
ued, and she questioned 
whether Mendocino Rail- 
way will able to convince 
federal decision-makers 
that there’s an “immediate 
and significant commer- 
cial need” for their hauling 
plan. 

She also noted that Men- 
docino Railway will have 
to show that “they actually 
have a business that works.” 

McGuire offered what 
he called “another piece of 
good news,” announcing 


that $10.5 million in fund- 
ing is “in the bank” to in- 
crease the Great Redwood 
Trail Agency’s staffing and 
launch a master plan pro- 
cess this year. 

That’s in addition to pre- 
viously-announced good 
news, that the state budget 
includes $500 million for 
projects that offset climate 
change and allow non-mo- 
torized transportation. 

While it’s possible that 
the Surface Transportation 
Board will consider the coal 
train’s tardily-filed applica- 
tion, McGuire is upbeat and 
highlighted the Great Red- 
wood Trail’s momentum. 

“Because of you, we’ve 
been able to prove the nay- 
sayers wrong,” he said. 

McGuire said the trail’s 
master plan will soon be 
publicly reviewed “from 
couch to community hall” 
and “the best is yet to come 
for the Great Redwood 
Trail.”

the steps of the state capital, 
saying wildfires are burning 
furiously and the leading 
cause of death among fire- 
fighters is suicide. 

McGuire is the lead 
sponsor of a bill, SB 1062, 
that calls for $220 million 
in funding to hire 1,124 
more California Depart- 
ment of Forestry and Fire 
Protection (CAL FIRE) fire- 
fighters. 

With co-sponsors of the 
bill and firefighters stand- 
ing behind him, McGuire 
said the upcoming wildfire 
season could be “one of the 
most hellacious on record” 
due to prolonged drought. 

Physical impacts on 
firefighters who work for 
extended periods due to 
staffing shortages are con- 
siderable. 

McGuire said that Cal- 
Fire’s firefighters work in 
wildfire areas 40 to 60 days 
in a row in “incredibly trau- 
matic conditions.” 

There’s a_ potentially 
tragic toll on mental health. 
McGuire reported that over 
the last four years, firefight-

The lowdown on Crabs & rain 


K, it is the coast 
and we do_ get 
weather. But darn 


it, it's supposed to be sum- 
mer and the best part of 
summer is the Humboldt 
Crabs season. 

How do coaches and 
board members decide 
whether or not to cancel a 
game? 

It's not just a 
simple, “maybe 
the sun will come 
out.” There are 
lots of things to 
consider: weath- 
er reports, the 
expense of trav- 
el for an oppos- 
ing team, the 
condition of the 
field, the orga- 
nization's reputation for 
honesty, and, most im- 
portantly, the safety of the 
players. 

“The safety of our 
players is number one. 
Our whole mission is for 
them to come up and 
have fun and then to send 
them back to their teams 
healthy,” said Humboldt 
Crabs Coach Eric Giacone. 

A slippery field could 
mean an injury that might 
affect a player for months. 

Who makes the call? 

“Tt takes a lot of coor- 
dination and communica- 
tion,” said David Sharp, 


president of the Crabs 
board of directors. 

Last weekend was a 
good example of the com- 
plexity of balancing sched- 
ules and weather. 

“A couple of weeks ago, 
we got a call from the 
Ventura Pirates that they 
would not be able to come 
this weekend. A 
mad _ scramble 
ensued, led by 
Coach Giacone. 
He got on the 
phone and came 
up with some 
potential oppo- 
nents." 


“The plan,” 
Sharp contin- 
ued, “was to 


bring the Hum- 
boldt Eagles Friday night 
and the Alameda Car- 
dinals for Saturday and 
Sunday.On Memorial 
weekend we saw the fore- 
cast. Friday night went 
off without a hitch but the 
weather for Saturday was 
not looking good." 

Lots of phone calls to 
the Cardinals followed, 
checking what time they 
planned to leave the Bay 
Area so they “wouldn't 
waste time coming up.” 
Saturday was cancelled. 

Then on Sunday, the 
Cardinals were going 
to hit the road at 6 a.m. 


“Here's where it gets fun,” 
Sharp said. 

“On Sunday morning at 
5:30 a.m., Coach Giacone, 
Coach Guiver, Coach Gi- 
acomini, and Josh Rob- 
inson who maintains the 
field, went out to check the 
field. It was very wet, slop- 
py, and unplayable. We 
told Alameda we would 
need to cancel,” Sharp ex- 
plained. 

“Shortly after that, I 
see the sun poke out and 
I think, oh great, wrong 
choice,” Sharp said. “But 
our decision to put our 
players' safety first was the 
most important decision.” 

The good news? Weath- 
er in Medford is looking 
good for the away games 
on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. “It can be hot in Med- 
ford but it's supposed to 
be 79 and 80 degrees,” 
Giacone said. “Us coast 
people prefer the cooler 
temperatures.”

Students were taught in the Town Hall 
until the current buildings were completed 
in 1950. In early days, the students were 
called TUGS (short for Trinidad Union 


ed those extra-long suckers to 
the studs on opposites sides of 
the building running down the 
length. The ends stuck out beyond 
the edges two feet on each side, 
allowing external support for the 
house-mover’s blocks. 

Then, with a chainsaw, I cut 
off the floor of the entire building 
one foot up, poured a concrete 
pad with a proper footer, add- 
ed extensions to the studs using 
2-by-4 p.t. pieces attached to the 
new sill (looking a bit ridiculous 
like chicken legs coming down 
from their “sisters” the full-di- 
mensioned, rough sawn 2-by-4 
redwood studs to which they were 
attached) ripped off the rotting 
roof sheathing and repaired the 
sagging rafters, re-sheathed and 
re-shingled the roof, stood back 
and admired my masterpiece, a 
salvaged outbuilding that looked 
identical to the one that I start- 
ed out with (except for a 1-by-12, 
brand-new, re-sawn redwood 
board installed horizon- 
tally to cover the peg leg 
new studs), restored to 
soundness again on the 
bottom and the top. 

Now, after some 
years of garden shed 
life, it was time to turn 
“the barn” into a livable 
space, what is today 
called an ADU (an Ac- 
cessory Dwelling Unit, 
which in those days was 
called a mother-in-law.) 

The barn’s shed roof 
looked to me like one-half of a 
roof, which was fine for a barn but 
not for a building that was to have 
human inhabitants. A roof needs 
its other half, but, even though a 
cottage should have more than 
220 square feet, I didn’t want 
to give it another complete half, 
which would have extended out 
too far into my precious backyard. 
So I gave it three feet more of 
width to form the other side of a 
gable, which would make the new 
perimeter wall 10 feet high, and 
the entire building now 15 by 20 
feet, or 320 square feet, a respect- 
able quantity. After all, the name 
of my company was Small World 
Construction, and I was not shy of 
small habitations. 

I did not do all this alone, My 
helper, Sundon, who had worked 
for me before the shutdown, at 
28, stood for the youthful half of 
our two-man crew. Sundon could 
do anything well that he had been 
taught to do, and he would do any- 
thing you asked him to do. If he 
didn’t know how to do it he would 
tell you, in the plainest, matter- 
of-fact voice, “I don’t know how to 
do that.” 

The problem then became 
how to get the idea across to him. 
Sundon was not a man of words. 
It was not that he wasn’t bright, 
but somewhere in his upbringing 
he had learned that only actions 
matter. I have never seen a per- 
son who worked like him, with 
complete physical dedication to 
the task. His strong, fit body was

the result of good genes and good 
work habits. He showed up for 
work on time with a plastic gallon 
water jug in one hand and his tool- 
filled leather apron slung over his 
other shoulder. He walked onto 
the job site (in this case my back 
yard) with his quick workman’s 
pace and said in a deep, no-non- 
sense voice, “Hello. What do you 
want me to do first?” 

The first thing was to empty the 
building. I didn’t have a garage 
and I don’t believe in them, so I 
was without the usual place peo- 
ple have to keep their junk. This 
was going to be the biggest prob- 
lem of this building project. What 
was I going to do with 20 years 
of accumulated home owner and 
building contractor’s crap? Well, 
that wasn’t Sundon’s problem, 
and he wanted to get moving so I 
instructed him to just start haul- 
ing stuff outside into the yard, 
keeping the different types of stuff 
together: lumber here, camping 
supplies there, garden equipment 
there, and so forth. He set about 
doing just that and before long 
gigantic piles began to heap up in 
the back yard while the family dog 
Shasta looked on from her basket 
beside the back door with a look 
that confirmed her suspicion that 
her master had allowed a mad- 
man to occupy his head. 

She did not blame Sundon. 
She loved Sundon. He, a sane and 
predictable human being, was 
just following orders, doing his 
duty, just as she as the yard dog 
was expected to do. But I, the tire- 
less instigator of change about the 
property, was another story. 

What was left when Sundon 
was done hauling out stuff was a 
12- by 20-foot building with noth- 
ing inside. 

I don’t know if you have to bea 
carpenter to be in love with such 
a building, but I was. Most peo- 
ple would have just torn the thing 
down and started over. A barn is 
not a house. The 75-year-old (my 
estimate) “studs” were originally 
milled irregularly with the outside

surface installed flush for exterior 
siding, the inside mattering not at 
all. The stud width varied up to 
3/4 of an inch, from 3 & 5/8 inch- 
es to 4 & 3/8 inches. That meant 
that a wall installed on the inside 
would need custom made shims 
on each stud in order to be flat. 
Instead of doing that, I installed 
new 2-by-6 fir studs, sistering 
them on the old ones, but making 
sure to keep a standard lay out for 
sheetrock. The over-spanned 2 by 
6 rafters got 2-by-8s sistered onto 
them according to a string line 
from the cross walls that kept a 
uniform surface for the interior. 
This new sistering solved several 
problems; it stiffened the rafters, 
provided a vent space along the 
top of the cavity for the ceiling/ 
roof, superimposed a lay-out for 
ceiling material, and created a 
proper space for insulation. 
When completed, new white 
2-by-6 studs circled the building, 
and new 2-by-8 rafters spanned 
the exterior walls, a complete new 
inner shell for added strength 
and interior serviceability. It took 
three times as long to accomplish 
this as it would have to build the 
same thing up from ground up. 
From the outside, however, The 
Barn looked exactly the same 
(except for the 3-foot extension 
and completion of the gable.) Of 
course, when it was all done, and 
new cement lap siding covered the 
entire building, nobody would be 
able to see a single sign of a barn 
in the building that stood there. 
Nobody but me and Sundon. 
Towards the end of the project 
I went on a trip and I left Sundon 
to complete the last details. Two of 
the projects baffled my carpenter, 
since he had never done anything 
like them before, and without me 
around he would be working from 
insufficient memory. I assured him 
that and he could do it. One of the 
jobs was the entry roof. I designed 
a box, a rectangle just a bit larger 
than the French doors on that el- 
evation with a flat top and a drain. 
This box was to be supported by

brackets of flat two by fours, an 
unorthodox design but I was going 
with a modernistic touch. 

The other job was to create a 
privacy fence seven feet high and 
10 feet long out of some old boards 
retrieved from another fence proj- 
ect taken down years ago. This 
fence was to be made of simple 
panels, the 1-by-6 redwood fenc- 
ing installed vertically within its 
frame. The idea was to provide 
privacy for the tenant when enter- 
ing the building and give me some- 
thing to see when I looked out my 
dining room windows besides a 
tenant fumbling for the house key. 
The fence would say: your realm 
stops here and it would say that 
handsomely because of the old and 
weathered boards. 

Sundon completed both proj- 
ects, though I had to talk him 
through the fence design over 
the phone from New Hampshire. 
When I got home the carpenter 
was gone, but his work stood there 
complete, well executed, a proud 
testament to the fine work of our 
unique crew of two, the contrac- 
tor/designer and the industrious, 
competent carpenter /helper. 

Then it dawned on me, can I 
retire now? After all, no jobs were 
on the horizon, but age 66 was on 
the horizon, and with that, the ar- 
rival of Medicare and full Social 
Security eligibility. I signed up for 
both and, with the additional in- 
come, I now had enough funds to 
make ends meet, maybe even for 
the rest of my life, that is, as long 
as there were renters. 

In other words, I, somehow, in 
the midst of the worst recession 
in recent history, while getting 
knocked conclusively out of busi- 
ness, landed, instead of on my ass, 
my feet. 

That is, I was one lucky carpen- 
ter to become a not entirely use- 
less old fart when I did.

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“Restore Joy’ at 17th Annual Kids Ocean Day 


FRIENDS OF THE DUNES 

HUMBOLDT BAY —- About 700 
local students spent their school day 
caring for the coast during the 17th 
Annual Kids Ocean Day event at the 
Mike Thompson Wildlife Area, South 
Spit of the Humboldt Bay. After 
spending the day restoring dune hab- 
itat and picking up trash, students, 
teachers, and volunteers formed three 
ochre sea stars with the message “Re- 
store Joy.” Local pilot Mark Harris 
flew over while photographer Patrick 
Cudahy captured the image. 

Friends of the Dunes and the Bu- 
reau of Land Management Arcata 
Field Office organized the Kids Ocean 
Day event locally, with help from 
the California Conservation Corps, 
California State Parks Lifeguards, 
and US Fish & Wildlife Service. The 
Humboldt County event was part of 
the statewide Kids Ocean Day pro- 
gram funded by the California Coast- 
al Commission, a series of student 
cleanups and aerial art displays at five 
sites along the California Coast. 

Across the state, students received 
classroom presentations highlighting 
the biodiversity of California’s coastal 
environments, how we are connected 
to these habitats through watersheds, 
and the importance of protecting 
our coast and ocean. Kids all along 
the coast of California participated 
in beach cleanup events throughout 
late May and early June, leading up to 
World Ocean Day on June 8, a global 
day of ocean celebration and collabo- 
ration for a better future. 

In Humboldt County, students 
participated in a day of ecosystem 
restoration, removing non-native in- 
vasive plant species to create space 
for native biodiversity, along with 
trash removal. This year each site fo- 
cused on a message of Joy. 

Our image of three ochre stars (Pi- 
saster ochraceus) was chosen because 
these ocean animals were hit hard by 


a sea star wasting syndrome almost 
10 years ago with huge die-offs along 
the West Coast. In recent years, popu- 
lations of sea stars have been recover- 
ing and they are once again becoming 
a common sighting on northern Cali- 
fornia beaches. 

“This is our 17th Annual Kids 
Ocean Day event in Humboldt Coun- 
ty, and our first time back since 2019. 
This is our comeback story, much like 
the ochre sea stars, and I am so proud 
to be a part of it,” said Emily Baxter, 
Friends of the Dunes education coor- 
dinator. “During this event students 
from all over Humboldt County come 
together to not only be coastal stew- 
ards but also to have fun! For many 
of these kids, this is one of their first 
field trips since coming back to school 
full time, so we are excited to bring 
back a joyous occasion that they look 
forward to every year.” 

“It’s so wonderful that we are able 
to hold this event once again,” said 
Coastal Commission Chair Donne 
Brownsey. “The students who take 
part in Kid’s Ocean Day are demon- 
strating how to be good stewards of 
our precious coast and ocean, and 
reminding us of the joy of connecting 
with nature. They are truly role mod- 
els.” The Coastal Commission pro- 
vides financial support to Kids Ocean 
Day efforts statewide with proceeds 
from the Whale Tail License Plate and 
voluntary donations on the state tax 
return to the Protect Our Coast and 
Oceans Fund.

Lake Elementary, Bridgeville Elemen- 
tary, Fuente Nueva Charter School, 
Jacoby Creek, Loleta, McKinleyville 
Middle, Pacific Union School, Red- 
way Elementary, Sunny Brae Middle 
School, Walker (South Fortuna) Ele- 
mentary and Washington Elementary.
